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HONEY STRAINERS 

This type of strainer, originated, tested 
and approved by the Ontario Agricultural 
College, has found favour with many bee¬ 
keepers. 

Its specially constructed series of four- 
wire screen baskets are made in the form 
of cylinders, fitting one inside the other. 
Each screening has the bottom made of 
the same size mesh as the sides, using 12 
and 30 mesh tinned wire for the first two 
inner baskets and 50 and 80 mesh Monel 
Metal screen for the two outer screens. 
Tinned and Monel Metal screens are not 
affected by honey as much as bronze, cop¬ 
per or iron screens.
